While registration has not quite 
reached last year’s mark of 5675 students 
(for both day and evening division 
classes) as of Friday the 13th it was 
only trailing by a few hundred. 

According to Dr. Victor Willits, dean 
of student personnel services, registration 
is expected to rise perhaps one or two 
per cent over last year, after the final 
tally has been taken. The dry figures 
for this year’s registration read like this: 
Opening day Friday 
Day 2783 3042 
Night 2134 2353 

4917 5395 


There have been a number of changes 
in registration procedures since Dr. Wil- 
lits, formerly of Chabot College arrived 
at Hartnell last year. 

He has been instrumental in initiating 
many innovations both at Hartnell and 


' Chabot, where he started a register-by- 


mail program. This program has done 
wonders in eliminating the tremendously 
long lines at Hartnell’s registration of- 
fice. By the end of August, nearly 1900 
students had already registered, taking a 
big load off the ladies in Registration. 
Another change has been the produc- 
tion and student confirmation of student 
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information sheets. This allows Hartnell 
to keep more accurate records of students 
and avoids a “heap o’ trouble” for the 
clerical staff. 


One other change for the better is the 
availability of procedure bulletins to aid 
in the adding of classes, which can be 
a “bear” for a number of students. 


One major responsibility of the student 
is to keep his or her registration card 
handy in order to carry on school busi- 
ness (changing classes, check out sports 
equipment, etc.) with a minimum of mix- 
up. 

The general consensus of the student 
population is that this new system is a 
definite improvement over last year. 
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After a five-year layoff, what results could two guys ex- 
pect when they reunite to recreate what made them a monu- 
mental success in the late 60’s? With “Rock and Roll Heaven” 
reaching the platinum sales level, and a highly acclaimed 
coast-to-coast tour just completed, The Righteous Brothers 
should be well satisfied. 

Selling out four shows at the Circle Star Theatre earlier 
this month The Righteous Brothers showed San Francisco 
that they’re back in business. From the blistering opener of 
“Hello Rock and Roll” to the mellower finale “Dream On,” 
Bill Medley and Bob Hatfield were never any smoother. 

Medley and Hatfield started their careers together in 
1956 and within a year’s time hit the national charts with a 
catchy tune entitled “Little Latin Lupe Lu.” They reached 
their peak in 1967-1968 when they appeared as regulars on 
the weekly rock show “Shindig.” 

Mid 1969 ended the duo’s career and rumors spread— 
from “lack of material’ to “‘sickness” to “individual ego trips” 
as the reason for the split-up. 

March, 1974 found both willing to try it all again as each 
individual’s career was rapidly sliding downward. An up- 
dated version of a song “Climax,” recorded in 1971, re-titled 
“Rock and Roll Heaven” was the first song the two recorded 
when back together, and it was an overnight success. 

A tour starting with a free concert in New York’s Central 
Park to the end of the line in California with six shows at the 
Greek Theatre in Los Angeles and four shows at the Circle 
Star in San Carlos, brought favorable previews from all of the 
xritics. 

At, Circle Star the Righteous Brothers highlighted their 
90 minute set with much of the older material taking prece- 
dence and with enough of the new blended in to give the people 
an idea where they’re going. 

Bill and Bob seemed relaxed and loose on stage as they 
continually bantered back and forth about why they split up, 
each other’s mod outfits and each other’s sexual likings. 

Intertwined in the set was their No. 1 hit “Rock and Roll 
Heaven” and a fast-moving bluesy number called “Give It to 
the People,” the title of their new album and their next 45 to 
be released in early October.

Strictly, Political . . .

This column is strictly political. We’ll 
try to leak every political tidbit that we 
can discover on or off campus. In most 
cases this column will be the opinions of 
the writer and not necessarily those of the 
editorial staff nor the school and its ad- 
ministration. 

I’ve always wanted to start at the top 
so let’s begin with the president—impeach 
him! The president has committed an 
impeachable offense, therefore I recom- 
mend that Congress proceed with im- 
peachment proceedings against him. 

The President swears to “take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed.”” When 
this is not done, when the President de- 
liberately obstructs justice by preventing 
the judicial processes from proceeding, 
this becomes an impeachable offense. 

The House Judiciary committee, by a 
vote of 27-11 (later amended to 38-0) 
established what an impeachable offense 
can be. This it did on July 27, 1974 
when the committee passed Impeachment 
Article I against Richard Nixon, deal- 
ing with obstruction of justice.

There have been countless rallies for 
Julian Camacho in this election year, as 
well as two years ago during his first bid 
for Congress. None, however, can be 
compared to the electrifying excitement 
and enthusiasm generated by the ap- 
pearance of Sen. Ted Kennedy of Mass. 
at the 1 p.m. $50 a plate luncheon at the 
Del Monte Hyatt House last Saturday. 

Sen. Kennedy, the last of the Ken-

nedy brothers, traveled the weekend from 
L.A. to Frisco on behalf of the Demo- 
cratic candidates in California. In reply 
to why he was in Monterey Co., the 
Senator stated that Calif. needs a man 
like Julian Camacho in Congress. A man 
who will vote to preserve the natural 
beauty of our environment. Sen. Ken- 
nedy went on to say that on such vital 
issues as excessive oil profits, high food 
costs, and unemployment he knew that 
Camacho was on the side of the people 
and not in the hip pocket of the corporate 
interests of this country. 

When asked about his own Presidential 
plans, Sen. Kennedy announced that he 
had moved up his timetable for deciding 
and would make his decision known after 
this November’s election, or early in 1975. 


PREDICTION: Sen. Kennedy’s New 
Year’s resolution — To become President 
in 1976 and reverse the disastrous effects 
of the Nixon/Ford economic policies and 
get the country on its feet and off its 
back. 

In closing his remarks, the Senator 
said: “Do yourself a favor, do California 
a favor, do Congress a favor, do America 
a favor, elect Julian Camacho your next 
Congressman.” 

Senator Kennedy has the fame but not 
the manner of a national political figure. 
The Senator walked around the room to 
meet and greet every person present. 

Also speaking briefly at the luncheon 
were Assemblywoman March Fong of 
Oakland, candidate for Secretary of State; 
Dr. Fuller, 28th District (North Mon- 
terey County and Santa Cruz County), 
candidate for the state assembly, who 
favors legalization of marijuana, and Bill 
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Norriss who said “the buck stops in the 
Attorney General’s office and if I’m 
elected I will proceed against Richard 
Nixon for violations of our state laws. 
He also would seek an amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution to prohibit presiden- 
tial pardons before the judicial processes 
have been completed.

Last Monday afternoon Secretary of 
State Jerry Brown, candidate for gov- 
ernor, appeared at the Hartnell student 
lounge. With him was local candidate 
Julian Camacho. 

Brown. stated that “we’re suffering 
from a Republican illness and we need 
acure. We don’t need recycled economic 
policies. We need new people like 
Camacho who'll seek new approaches to 
solving the problem of inflation.” 

When asked what he would do, Brown 
said that he would start at the top. 

“Our elected officials should set the 
example for all to follow, and that is why 
I oppose pay raises for the Governor and 
the building of a lavish mansion for the 
Governor to live in,” says Jerry Brown.

On Aug. 9, 1974 by a vote of 28-10 
(later revised to 38-0) Article 2 was 
passed dealing with misuse of presidential 
powers. The President, using his office 
to stop the judicial processes and prevent 
lawful prosecutions is definitely a misuse 
of presidential powers and furthermore 
a violation of his oath of office. 

Gerald Ford is guilty of these offenses 
and should now be made to suffer the 
consequences of his illegal acts. So I say 
IMPEACH THE PRESIDENT! The 
American people demand justice, and 
ALL of the Nixon conspirators, past and 
present, should be held accountable to 
the people.

Hartnell College has something in com- 
mon with television personalities Dick 
Cavett, Johnny Carson, Merv Griffin and 
Mike Douglas — it will feature talented 
comedian Louis Nye at 8 p.m. this 
Friday in the Hartnell Theater. 

Often seen on commercials for products 
such as Toro Lawmovers or Everyready 
Batteries, Nye—better known as enter- 
tainer-comic—has also acted in films with 
such stars as Bob Hope and Lucille Ball 
in “Facts of Life’; Robert Mitchum in 
the “Last Time I Saw Archie’, and 
Joanne Woodward in “The Stripper.” 

Making his professional bow on Station 
WTIC in his native Hartford, he moved 
to New York to begin a career in radio.

The thrill of victory is great, the agony 
of defeat leaves no doubt, but a tie settles 
no questions as to which is the better 
team. And so the Hartnell Panthers 
inaugurated the 1974 football season by 
playing to a 7-7 tie with the Foothill 
Owls. 

After each team had scored a touch- 
down in the opening half, the game turned 
into a defensive battle with neither side 
able to cross the goal line. 

Foothill struck first in the opening 
quarter with a pass interception and sub- 
sequent touchdown. Owl defensive back 
Steve Maehl gathered in a Panther pass 
and ran the pilfered pigskin back 25 
yards for Foothill’s only score of the 
night. 


Hartnell got on the board in the second 
quarter when Panther defensive back 
Rick Encallado picked off a Foothill 
aerial. This set up a 21-yard touchdown 
pass from Robert Rossi to Alex Pardo 
that was to knot the score for good. 


Statistically, Mike Maeva and Mike 
Stubblefield were the big Panther ground 
gainers with 49 and 39 yards, respect- 
ively. Quarterback Danny Ross con- 
nected on 6 of 14 pass attempts for 73 
yards to a variety of receivers. 


Head Coach Tony Teresa was pleased 
with the performance of his defensive 
squad and plans to work on his offensive 
unit. 

“Defensively we did a good job. We 


played up to expectations and shut out 
their offense. Offensively we had spurts 
of good play, but we were inconsistent.” 

Coach Teresa was pleased with the per- 
formance of Billy Dew, Greg Fields, Neil 
Milburn, Ramundo Lazaga, and the en- 
tire defensive secondary. John Marsala 
and Darryl Lavilla stood out on offense. 

The next game for the Panthers, as 
well as the first home game of the sea- 
son, will be Sept. 28, when Hartnell takes 
on Reedley. Reedley won its first game 
by taking Hancock 21-14. 

Commenting on the upcoming game, 
Teresa stated that “we have two weeks 
to prepare for the game and time to work 
on the offense and put it together block- 
ing-wise.””

“Suffering sea serpents,’ you may say, 
but the answers to these two questions is 
yes, for Mike Garibaldi, swimming coach 
at Hartnell is both a champion AAU 
Masters swimmer and a champion ocean 
endurance swimmer for the San Fran- 
cisco Dolphin Club. 


Whether in the serene waters of a pool 
or the choppy waves of the Pacific, Gari- 
baldi has splashed his way to victories 
and new records. 


Two weeks ago in Santa Clara, Gari- 
baldi captured a pair of first place fin- 
ishes in the AAU Masters National 
Swimming Championships. In addition 
to the first place finishes in the 100 and 
200 meter freestyle events, Mike also re- 
corded a second in the 400 meter race, 
a third in the grueling 1500 meter swim, 
and a fourth place finish in the 50 meter 
event. 


But if that is not enough, Garibaldi 
is also a first class ocean swimmer. For 
the past two years he has represented 
the San Francisco Dolphin Club in the 
bay area ocean races and endurance 


swims. It was a year ago that Mike par- 
ticipated in the annual Dolphin Club 
Golden Gate swimming race for the first 
time. You might say he made a big 
splash in that race because he beat out 
45 other swimmers, coming in first. 


And it was not even a month ago that 
Mike Garibaldi set a new record in swim- 
ming from the Dolphin Club to Alcatraz 
Island and back, all in one hour and 
fourteen minutes. 
year old record by fourteen minutes. 


Within the next month, hopefull, Gari- 
baldi will attempt to establish a record 
time when he will try to swim across the 
entrance to San Francisco Bay under the 
Golden Gate Bridge, a distance of two 
miles. Mike will try to better the exist- 
ing time of approximately 37 minutes

swimmers must go through in order to 
become champions. For Gabibadi the 
reasons are simple: he swims for fun, 
exercise and to keep in shape.
